The number of Students entering the College, and also the total number of 
Students is thus shown by the above table to have increased very considerably 
since the last official Report was made ; and if these numbers be contrasted with 
those of the Students who attended the College when it first opened, as given in 
the official Report for 1849-50, the amount of success obtained will be still more 
strikingly shown. Thus the numbers were—

There will be observed in the numbers above given a circumstance on which 
I feel it my duty to observe — it is, that whilst the number of Matriculated 
Students, who are the true Students entering the College for, and receiving the 
benefits of, the systematic Course of University Education, has rapidly increased 
from 70 in 1850 to 149 in 1856, the Class of noii-Matriculated Students, who 
are persons that enter for the Lectures of one or more particular Professors, but 
are not otherwise connected with the College, or with the system ot Education, 
has progressively diminished, having fallen from 45, which was the number in 
1849-50, to 18, which was the number in 1855-50. The cause of this diminu- 
tion is to be found principally in the fact, that a large proportion of that class 
of persons, who at first entered as non-Matriculated Students, to acquire infor- 
mation on one or two special subjects, finding, after the nature of the Education 
given in the Queen’s Colleges became better known, the great advantages of the 
systematic course of study pursued by the Matriculated Students, have entered, 
more usually of late years, as Matriculated Students, and have, consequently, 
been gradually absorbed into the numbers of the general body of true Queen s 
University Students, and have contributed thereby to that augmentation of 
numbers, which has afforded such satisfactory evidence of progress in the College, 
and of approval by the public of its arrangements. _ . 

Of the 165 Students who were in attendance at the College, in the Session 
1855-56, the distribution according to Faculties and Courses of Professional 
study, was as follows : —

COLLEOE EXAMINATIONS FOR MATRICULATION AND SCHOLARSHIPS, AND FOR 
SESSIONAL PROMOTION OF MATRICULATED STUDENTS. 

During the past years the examinations for Matriculation and Scholarships have 
been carried on as was described in last Report, and with equally satisfactory 
results ; but the Council of the College being still convinced of the necessity oi 
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maintaining a high standard of qualification for those rewards of superior merit, 
founded by the liberality of the State, have conferred the Scholarships only upon 
those candidates whose proficiency was reported by the Examining Professors to 
be satisfactory, and hence the total number of Scholarships, founded by the 
College Statutes, lias not yet been filled up. 

The numbers and classifications of the Scholarships awarded by the College 
Council, in the Session of 1855-56, were as follows: — 

Of the Thirty Junior Scholarships in the Faculty of Arts, twenty-four were

Of the Six Junior Scholarships in the Faculty of Medicine, all were awarded. 

Of the Two Senior Scholarships in the Faculty of Medicine, one was awarded. 

Of the Three Junior, and One Senior Scholarships in the Faculty of Law, two 
were awarded. 

Of the Two Scholarships in the Course of Engineering, there were awarded 
both, and of the Four Scholarships in the Course of Agriculture, there were 

The subjects of examination, Literary and Scientific, for these several Scholar- 
ships, will 'be found fully detailed in the Programme of the College annexed— 

P ]n regard to those Examinations for Entrance and Scholarships, it is expected 
that the College Council will be enabled, after some time, to effect a further 
improvement, and to enforce a still greater amount of preliminary education, the 
more so as from the important Inquiry which is now being conducted, under the 
instructions of your Majesty's Government, into the condition of Endowed Schools 
in Ireland, the arrangements for Secondary Education will probably be rendered 
much more efficient throughout the country generally, than they now are, and 
Students will, consequently, be found better prepared at entrance into tbe Queen s 
Colleges to avail themselves of the more advanced courses of Literary and 
Scientific instruction, which it is the special duty of the Professors to conduct. 

At the close of the Session the Class Examinations for Honors and 1 romotions 
were, as usual, held. The results were satisfactory, and on the recommendation 
of the several Professors Honors were awarded to the most distinguished Students 
in each class. Those Honors were conferred subsequently at a Public Meeting 
of the -College, and in Appendix B a list of same is given. 

The Students of the Classes of the third and fourth years, who had completed 
their courses of study for University Diplomas or DegTees, were recommended in 
the usual form to the Senate of the Queen’s University, as Candidates to be 
admitted to the examination for Degrees. 

COURSES OP INSTRUCTION. • 

I beg leave to report that the several courses of instouetion, inrthe Special 
departments of Science and Literature, have been carried on by the 10 essors i 
the several Faculties, with a degree of zeal, ability, and diligence, most ^editable 
to the Professors generally, and most advantageous to the Students, and to the 
interests of education. I have found, on the part of the Professors genera y, 
and of the Council of the College, the most earnest desu-e to maintain the system 
of instruction in the highest state of efficiency, in every department; and I feel 
confident, that by such zealous co-operation the continuous progres p - 
nent success of the College, and of the system of liberal and united education, 

will he most certainly secured. ... ma,.

Besides those regular Courses of Lectures, the instructions of the Professors 
were carried out, in most departments, by additional means of a very important 
character. Thus, in the Departments of Natural History and Geology, there 
were frequent Herborizations and Excursions, conducted by tlie Professors during 
the favourable season. In the Department of Engineering, the Drawing. School 
was supervised by the Professor during several hours daily, and Excursions for 
Field Practice in Surveying and Engineering operations were conducted by the 
Professor, weekly, during a suitable portion of the course. In the Department 
of Anatomy and Physiology special courses were delivered on Regional Anatomy, 
and the Anatomy of the Eye and Ear ; and by the Professors of the Greek and 
Latin Languages, and of Mathematics, Special Courses are delivered extra for 
Students who wish to prepare in the higher Honor Courses. 

For fuller information on this portion of the subject, I annex, Appendix C, the 
Reports of the several Professors, furnished to me in answer to an Official 
Circular, of which a copy is also given. The general subjects embraced in the 
courses of instruction, the special methods employed, the Text Books used, and 
other important information, will be found detailed in those Reports. 

In order to afford additional means of judging of the system of instruction 
as carried out in Cork College, since its foundation, I have the honour to annex 
Appendix D, Tables showing — 

1st. — The total number of Students. 

2nd. — The number of Lectures given by each Professor. And 
3rd. — The number of Students attending each Class, in every year since 1849, 
when the College came into operation. 

The attendance of the Students upon the Lectures was satisfactory, but this 
subject will be further referred to under the head of Conduct and Discipline. 
The regulations for attendance, and certificates of same, are given in Appendix 1. 



LIBRARIES, GENERAL AND MEDICAL MUSEUMS, AND BOTANIC GARDEN. 

Since the date of last Report, the Libraries and Museums of Queen’s College, 
Cork, have been very considerably increased, and rendered more suitable to the 
wants of the several departments of instruction. Full details of the nature of the 
additions and of the present state of the Library will be found in the Report of the 
* See Professor’s Report in Appendix.

General Museum of the College has hitherto cousisted of the collections

that the Museum should contain a collection of objects of Art and Antiquity’, 
arrangements have been made to form, on a moderate scale, such a collection as 
9 Ji he especially illustrative of Classical Archeology and History, and theieby 
serve for illustrating the Lectures of the Classical Professors. With this object, 

Mr Lewis, Professor of Latin, has undertaken the inquiries and amngemente 
for urocurino- and organizing such a collection ; and I have no doubt but that, 
under liis zealous ancf enlightened supervision, it. will become ultimately a highly 
interesting department of the Museum.

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History, Mr. Smith, under whose active supervision also the arrangements of 
the Botanic Garden have been much improved. This source of instruction, 
which is so important as well for the purposes of Medical Science and Agricul- 
ture as of general Natural History, is still very incomplete in Queen’s College, 
Cork, owing to the total absence of any Conservatory, or Hot-house, or other 
means of preserving plants over winter. The collection of plants is, therefore, 
necessarily limited to such as are capable of living out during the winter ; and 
hence many of the most important families of plants, and tropical forms altoge- 
ther, are incapable of being at all represented in the College Botanic Garden. 
Under such circumstances, the necessity for better provision in this respect is 
evident ; and I trust that funds will be supplied for the erection of a Conserva- 
tory on such a scale as may suffice for the practical wants of the Professors in 
those departments of instruction which require to be illustrated by means of 
living plants.- 

TRIENNIAL VISITATION. 

The Second Triennial Visitation of the College, as appointed by the Statutes, 
was held at the College, on Wednesday, 28th day of March, 1855. The Visitors 
present were the Right Hon. Maziere Brady, Lord Chancellor; Ilis Grace the 
Archbishop of Dublin, the Lord Bishop of Cork, Cloyne, and Ross, the President 
of the College of Physicians, Ireland, and the President of the College of Surgeons, 
Ireland. 

The usual formal business having been transacted, the Visitors proceeded to 
consider the case of Mr. John Pope Hennessy, Student, who appealed against an 
Order of Council, of the 9th June, 1854, by which he was deprived of his Prizes 
and Certificates, on the alleged ground of non-attendance on the Lectures of Dr. 
Wyville Thompson, at that time Professor of Natural History in the College. 

The Visitors, upon hearing Mr. Hennessy’s case, ordered a reference to the 
Council, to inquire whether Mr. Hennessy’s attendance upon Dr. Thompson’s 
Lectures was such as to reasonably satisfy the rules of the College, and whether 
there was a fund from which Mr. Hennessy’s Prizes could be paid to him ; and 
the Council having instituted an inquiry, found that there was sufficient evidence 
that Mr. Hennessy’s attendance had been such as, under the circumstances of the 
Professor not having kept a proper class roll, might be considered as qualifying 
Mr. Hennessy to receive his Prizes, and that there were funds to pay those Prizes; 
and the Visitors having received the Report of the Council to the above effect, 
approved of the amount of Mr. Hennessy’s Prizes, and the Certificates of same 
being delivered to Mr. John Pope Hennessy, which was accordingly done, 

The detailed proceedings in this. Visitation are given in Appendix I. 

In order to avoid the recurrence of such irregularity as gave rise to the 
above appeal, by a Professor estimating the attendance of a Student on his 
lectures, without keeping a regular roll of attendance, a Code of Regulations on 
the subject was framed and adopted by the Council, which will be found given 
in Appendix I. 

FINANCIAL CIRCUMSTANCES OF THE COLLEGE. 

I have considered the occasion of thus resuming my Annual Report of the 
College, a proper opportunity to annex a Statement of the Financial Circum- 
tances of the Institution, which lias been prepared by the Bursar, Mr. Fitzgerald. 
The several accounts are given in the Appendix K. 

I shall merely indicate their general nature here. 

The Revenues of the College are derived from three sources — 

1st. The endowment of £7,000 per annum, which is granted by the Act of 
Parliament founding the College, and the distribution of which is regulated by 
the Statutes, according to the Scale given in the Appendix K, Account, No. 1. 

2nd. Parliamentary Grant for Fitments, Apparatus, Museums, and other 
Appliances for Instruction. Of this class of funds there were given — 

In 1849, a Grant of £4,000 for supplying outfit of Books and Apparatus, &c., 
preparatory to opening the College, and for the first three j-ears of its operations* 
The mode of appropriation of this sum is detailed in Account, No. 2. 

In the years 1854—55, and 1855—56, Grants of £1,600, each year, were made, 
for maintenance . and increase of the Libraries, Museums, Collections of Appa- 
ratus, Laboratories, and Botanic Gardens, and for the Heating and Lighting, 
Advertising, Printing, and other Collegiate expenses, which had been previously 
defrayed from fees levied on the Students, but which fees it was considered 
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expedient to reduce very considerably. The details of tlie Expenditure of that 
Grant for those two years ending 31st March, 1856, are given in Account, No. 3. 

3rd. The third source of income is from Matriculation and College Fees paid 
by Students, and from small fines imposed for breaches of discipline, and Library 
and Robe-press charges. In 1854, when the Parliamentary Grant of £1 ,600 was 
made the fees payable to the College by Students were reduced to a very small 
(almost nominal) sum, and hence the amount of revenue from this source has 
since been very small. The mode of expenditure will be shown by Account, 
N"o> 4. 

The income of the Professors is derived partly from their College salary, as 
given in the Account, No. 1, of the endowment, and partly from fees paid 
by the Students for attendance on the Lectures of the Professors. These fees 
are received by the Bursar on account of the Professors, and do not in any way 
pass into the College accounts. For more perfect information, however, an 
account is annexed, No. 5, of the sums received in fees from Students by each 
Professor in each year since the College opened, that is, from 1849 to 1856. 

In submitting the above accounts, which exhibit, as I believe, a full and cor- 
rect statement of every financial transaction of the College since its opening m 
1849 I feel it my duty to express my sense of the untiring zeal and practical 
ability with which the Bursar, Mr. Fitzgerald, has discharged the duties oi his 
office. Mr. Fitzgerald has not merely had charge of the financial business ot the 
College, but is also charged with the duty of acting as Officer of the Board 
of Works, for the conservation, repairs, &c., of the College buildings, fitments, 
&c. and of supervising the duties of the Porters and inferior Officers of the College, 
in which regard he acts upon and carries out the general instructions given by 
the President. In all these respects Mr. Fitzgerald’s performance oi duty has 
been most satisfactory, and highly conducive to the well-working and efficiency 

^fbe^leave also to observe, that, by the death of Mr. Francis Albani, late 
Registrar, the College sustained a very considerable loss, as,, from the great 
knowledge of educational business and the extensive literary information pos- 
sessed by that most estimable gentleman, his assistance was found of great value 
to every department of the College in the numerous arrangements with which 
his duties were connected. Xu the performance of those duties , . u 
most conscientious and indefatigable ; and it is to be feared that he allowed, a 
too unintermitting labour and anxiety to undermine his health. . in reiCTence 
to Mr. Kenny, the present Registrar, 1 beg to say that he has given, smee Ins 
appointment., much satisfaction, and has shown great zeal in the performance ot 
his duties.

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INDIAN MEDICAL SERVICE. 

The principle of competitive examination having been applied to the selection 
of candidates for the Indian Medical Service, four gentlemen— viz., Mr. Ridings r 
Mr. Busteed, Mr. Rice, and Mr. Larken— have succeeded in obtaining those 
appointments from this College. 

EXAMINATIONS AT WOOLWICH FOR THE ROYAL ENGINEERS AND ARTILLERY. 

No special classes of preparation have been as yet formed in this College for 
the examinations at Woolwich; but some Students having presented themselves, 
although without special preparation, two were successful — Mr. Henry Shea and 
Mr. Sexton. It had been feared by some members of the College that the for- 
mation of special classes for instruction in those professional subjects might 
interfere with the proper training of the Students in general education. It is, 
however now under consideration whether arrangements maynot.be devised 
for affordin'* the special instruction required for the Military Scientific Service, 
though interfering with the other departments of the College ; and I trust that 
such will be done, and that the Students of this College will be afforded assist- 
ance in preparing for that important branch of the public service,, on the same 
principle as has conducted so many of our young men to distinguished success 
in other departments of practical and professional life. 

The success which has attended the Students of this College in the several 
examinations for Honors and Degrees in the Queen’s University in Ireland, will 
be found detailed in the Report submitted to your Majesty by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University, and need not be referred to in this Report. 

CONDUCT AND DISCIPLINE OF STUDENTS. 

I have much pleasure in being able to report that the excellent conduct by 
■which the Students of this College have been distinguished in former years has 
been continued since last Report, and that but very few instances have occurred, 
as compared with the number of Students, in which any violation of discipline 
has taken place. In one case, where a rather more serious infraction of Col- 
legiate rules had called for the intervention of the College Council, the offender 
was subjected to the penalty of rustication for two years. 

In order to provide for effectively securing the regular attendance of the 
Students at the Lectures of the Professors, rules have been framed to regulate 
the calling and marking of the rolls, and the wording of the certificates, of 
attendance, so as to express accurately therein the degree of diligence which 
the Student has shown. A copy of these rules is given in the Appendix L, toge- 
ther with the special Report of the Vice-President, Dr. Ryall, to whose charge the 
maintenance of discipline is more specially committed by the College Statutes. 

In regard to the religious and moral conduct of the Students, I have full rea- 
son to believe that it continues to be, as it has been in former years, perfectly 
satisfactory. Notwithstanding the great increase in the number of Matriculated 
Students, it is found that of late years the number residing in licensed boarding- 
houses is very small, as, almost without exception, those Students whose parents 
or guardians do not themselves reside in the neighbourhood of the College, are 
placed to reside with private friends, who represent the parents, and accept the 
charge of their moral and religious conduct, as required by the College Statutes. 
As regards the licensed boarding-houses, a list of those now recognised, and of 
the rules to which they are subjected, is annexed (Appendix L) ; and in regard 
to the Reports of the Deans of Residence, it is known that the present arrange- 
ments do not admit of any Report being made by the Roman Catholic Dean. 
No Report has been made by the Wesleyan Dean; and the Reports of the Rev, 
Mr. Perrin, Church of England Dean, and of the Rev. Mr. Magill, Presbyterian 
Dean, are subjoined in Appendix. 

In regard to the relative proportions of the several religious denominations 
among the Students, I beg leave to state the following numbers.

These numbers show the very important result, that, whilst the total number 
of Matriculated Students has so much increased— being more than doubled since 
the first year the College was in action— the proportions of the Students of the 
several religious denominations among each other has not materially changed ; 
thus proving that the great advantages of the improved system of education are 
appreciated and availed of by every denomination, of your Majesty s subierts, 
and that in the Queen’s Colleges the young men of the middle classes of all pei- 
suasions are practically receiving and profiting by those lessons of mutual respect 
and esteem which will enable them, hi their later life, to fulfil them duties as 
subjects and as citizens of the State, by harmonious co-operation for the interests 
of the country, and by enlightened allegiance to the Crown.

Ordinance of the Senate of the Queen's University in Ireland , -regarding the Qualification 
and Examination for the Degree of M.D. 

1 Every Candidate for the Degree of M.D. shall produce a Certificate from the Council 
of one of the Queen’s Colleges, that he has passed a full Examination in the subjects of study 
prescribed in the Course of Matriculation for Arts, and has been admitted a Matriculated 
Student of the College in the Faculty of Medicine. 

2. The Curriculum shall extend over a period of at least four years, and shall be divided

It shall be competent 
for Students to present themselves for their first Examination at the termination of the first 
period of the Curriculum, or at any after period to be fixed by tho Senate, previous to 
their undergoing the second Examination. 

8. By the Charter of the Queen’s University, Candidates arc required to have attended 
at least one -third of the Courses of Medical Lectures in some one of the Queen's Colleges . 
For the remainder of the Courses of Medical Lectures, authenticated Certificates will be 
received from the Professors or Lecturers in Universities, Colleges, or Schools recognised 
by the Senate of the Queen’s University in Ireland. 

9. Candidates will also be required to have attended in some one of the Queen's Colleges , 
Lectures on one Modern Language for Six Months, and Lectures on Natural Philosophy 
for Six Months. 

10. The Examinations will be conducted principally by printed papers, to which written 
answers shall be given; but the Examiners shall also bo at liberty to add such viva voce 
Examination on the subjects of the written paper, and to call for such demonstrations and 
experiments as they may deem necessary. 

11. The above regulations will bo binding on all Students commencing their Medical 
Studies on or after the 1st October, 1852 ; but Students already engaged in their Medical 
■Studies are at liberty, either to complete their courses according to the Ordinance of 30th 
.June, 1850, or according to tho present Ordinance.

and the relative advantages of direct and indirect taxation ; the effects and operation 
of the funding system, with an examination of the true principles of Commerce, and 
a notice of the old Agricultural and Mercantile systems.

“ Having distributed the prises awarded by the Council of the College at the termination 
of the recent examination, the agreeable duty devolves upon me now o ,1? J 

noticing the successful results of the educational system carried out in th is C< oHege , as 
exhibited in the instance of one of the students, who, witkm . s ? me , ’ f p ] T 

country for his official destination in India. I allude to Mr Richard Wall who formerly 
up. to last year, was a student of this College, at which period his co egia studied by 

speaking, closed. Mr. Wall, by his good conduct, by his close attention to his studies, by 
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his almost uninterrupted success in obtaining collegiate honors and prizes, distinguished 
himself in the highest manner amongst his fellow-students. When Mr. Wall proceeded to 
Dublin to be examined for his degree of Bachelor of Arts, ho took at that examination tho 
highest possible place ; he obtained the first place and tho gold medal in the department of 
antient languages and literature ; he obtained, also, the flr*t place and gold medal in the 
department of modern languages. Subsequently, when Mr. Wall proceeded to Dublin, to 
b 0 examined for his degree of Master of Arts, he preserved the prominent position he had 
previously taken, aud ho received a first-class place and gold medal, in languages and 
literature, on tho conferring of his Master’s Degree. Mr. Wall subsequently proceeded, as 
a candidate for tho Indian Civil Service, to the examination which, in the middle of this 
year, was held in London ; and Mr. Wall not only efficiently represented this College by 
passing that examination, but lie was selected by the President of the Board of Control to 
bo mentioned, along with two others, in the House of Commons, as the three gentlemen, 
one of whom was from Ireland, who especially deserved mentioning, for their distinguished 
answering. The College Council, moved l»y those considerations, and wishing to show to 
the students of this College, and to the public generally, the appreciation which they give 
to the efforts of students, have resolved to empower me to confer on Mr. Wall— who, 
although absent fiom us in body, is in spirit a participator of tho ccromonial of to day— to 
confer on him the Collego Gold Medal, the first time it has been presented to any student, 
as a testimonial of how much they value the credit he has conferred upon tho College. Mr. 
Wall is absent, having left for India; but 1 believe we arc favoured to-day with the presence 
of one eminently able to represent him — Dr. Wall.” 

Dr. Wall, amid loud applause, came forward, and said “ My Lords, Mr. President, Mr. 
Mayor, and Gentlemen, 1 am overpowered at the manner in which the name of my son has 
been received in this most respectable assemblage, and the mode in which this medal has 
been confei’rcd by tho President. I am almost sorry that my son is not here to witness it. 
I am sure he could never forget it — at least I never will ; and I hope that his conduct, in 
the honourable discharge of his official duties, will yet be calculated to reflect credit on his 
Alma Mater.” 

After a short pause, 

Thu President, amid loud applause, rose and read the address, which was heard with 
frequent interruptions from loud and long-continued applause, amid which the learned Pre- 
sident resumed his seat.

No. 6 . — Report of Professor of Celtic. 

A 1. The courses of lectures in my department commence at the beginning of the second 

Term, and are continued to the end of the Session, being two Terms in each Session. 
2. The Celtic Lectures are delivered in every week during the two Terms, except in those 
of the Easter recess, and the last week of the Session. 3. There are three lectures deli- 
vered each week. The days of lecturing arc Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays, and the 
hours are from twelve to one o’clock on each of theso days. 

B. — 1. The Course of Lectures comprises the Celtic Family of languages, and its exist- 
ing derivatives, the Erse, or Gaelic of Scotland, Manx, Welch, Armorican, and Hiberno- 
Celtic, the Ogham alphabets still extant in several ancient Irish MSS-, and the Ogham 
inscriptions discovered on stones in various parts of Ireland. The ancient literature ot Ire- 
land, viz., the earlier Bardic compositions, tho Ossianie Poems and Fenian Legends, View 
of the Cotemporaneous State of Society in Ireland. The lectures aro illustrated by extracts 
from Irish MSS., written between the ninth and fifteenth centuries. 2. 1 he Irish language, 
as now extant, its grammar, vocabulary, and dialects. In this p3,rt of tho course the student 
is taught (principally by written exercises) to speak and write the language grammatically, 
for the Irish people still speak it with grammatical purity. 3. The Text-books used and 
recommended are, Keating’s History of Ireland, being the medium between tlie ancient and 
modern language ; the Annals of the Four Masters, and the works published by the Irish 
Archaeological, Celtic, Gaelic, and Ossianie Societies. 

E. — The students attending my lectures aro generally those of the Faculty of Arts, both 

of the Literary and Scientific Divisions. Their object chiefly was to acquire a knowledge 
of their nativo tonguo, or otherwise for literary and philological purposes. . 

F. — There are no Scholarships attached to the Celtic chair, and an order was made m 
Council, in the Session 1854-55, regarding the distribution of prize-money, which had the 
practical effect of excluding the Celtic class from participating in the prizes, although the 
Celtic Professor should have been exempted from such a rule by reason of his having no 
Scholarships at his disposal. When the students beeame aware of this order, naturally 
construing it as a prohibition, they withdrew, and consequently I had no class during last 
Session. It is, however, hoped that the small grant of £5, lately made by the Council, 
although so very inadequate, will to some extent restore the confidence of pupils, and may 
lead to more encouraging results for the future, in carrying out the objects for which the 
Chair was originally instituted. 

G. — With regard to the young gentlemen who attended my lectures I unhesitatingly 
assert that none could be more civil or better conducted in any rank of society.

No. 10. — Report of Professor of Chemistry. 

A. — There are two courses of instructions in Chemistry : the first extended through 
three Terms, commencing on the 29th October, and terminating at the end of May. In the 
first Term were seven and a-half weeks; in the second, nine and a-half; in the third, seven 
and a-half. There were three lectures a-week, on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday, at 
11, a.m. The second course extended through three months, the lectures being given four 
times a-week, ou Monday and Wednesday, from two to three ; or on Tuesday and Thurs- 
day, from three to four o’clock. 

B. — The first is a systematic course of lectures on Chemistry, embracing the laws of 
Combination, the History of the Metallic and Non-metallic Substances, the Theories of 
Organic Chemistry, and the description of Organic Compounds. There is a course of 
Practical Chemistry, embracing instructions in Chemical Manipulation, in Analysis, and in 
testing from poisons. In addition to this practical class, the laboratory is open, under 
certain regulations, to other students who may be desirous of pursuing a more extended 
course of analysis. The text-books for the first course — the larger works on Chemistry, by 
Kane, Graham, and Regnault : and the smaller outlines, by Fownes and by Gregory. For 
the second course — Bowman’s Practical Chemistry is used. 

C. — The courses are abundantly illustrated by diagrams, drawings, specimens, and experi- 
ments. 

_ D. — In the first or systematic course, the mode of instruction is by lectures ; and imme- 
diately after each lecture, some time is spent in discussing and explaining difficulties that 
may have occurred to any student. In the second, or practical course, each student being 
supplied with apparatus and materials, works in the laboratory, under the immediate direc- 
tion of the Professor. 

E. — -The systematic course is attended by students of the Faculties of Medicine and of 
Arts (including the Departments of Engineering and of Agriculture.) The second, or 
Practical Chemistry Course, is attended by students of the Faculty of Medicine chiefly, and 
sometimes by students of Engineering and of Agriculture. 

F. — Fifty -three students attended the lectures, of whom forty-nine were matriculated, apd 
four non-matriculated. Sixteen Medical Students attended the Practical Chemistry Class, 
twelve being matriculated, and four non-matriculated. In addition to these, there was, in 
the laboratory, a second class of Analytical Students, of whom two were matriculated, and 
one was non-matriculated. The total number of Practical Chemistry Students was, there- 
fore, nineteen. Their attendance was regular. 

R- — The general conduct of the students was very good, and the state of discipline 
excellent. 

H. 1 he. Chemical Department, by means of tho yearly grant, is gradually acquiring a 
good collection of apparatus, and other appliances for instruction. In consequence of the 
number of students in Practical Chemistry having more than doubled since the opening of 
the College, the laboratory accommodation is at present quite inadequate ; but this deficiency 
is about to be speedily removed by the Board of Works.

and approved of by the President and Council. 

B. — One Course is entitled -'‘Anatomy and Physiology;” the other Course, “ Practical and 
Descriptive Anatomy which last includes the regular lectures and demonstrations given 
in the theatre, and also the Courses of Dissections. During the performance of their dissec- 
tions, which extend over several hours daily, the students arc assisted by explanations and 
demonstrations afforded to them by the Professor of Anatomy, and by his assistant, Dr. 
Shinlcwin, the Demonstrator. The dissections commence in October, and usually continue 
till the middle of May. The Course of Anatomy and Physiology comprehends the following 
subjects: — 1. Nature of life and organization; general description of the vital functions* 3 ; 
general and special descriptions of all the tissues of the human frame ; the structure and 
composition of all the solids and fluids — viz., the blood, the chyle, bile, saliva, &c. This portion 
of the course includes microscopic anatomy. 2. Physiological Anatomy of the organs of 
support and locomotion, circulation, respiration, digestion, secretion, excretion, absorption, 
reproduction; the brain and its membranes; the spinal cord and its membranes; the 
ganglia and nerves; the organs of the seuses — of touch, taste, vision, hearing, smell; 
organ of voice, &c. 3. The course comprehends all departments of human physiology, 
which are constantly elucidated by reference to comparative anatomy and physiology, and 
also by the outlines of pathology. The Course of Physiology is illustrated by the constant 
use of the microscope. The Course of Practical and Descriptive Anatomy includes the 
demonstrations of the hones, ligaments, joints, muscles, arteries, veins, absorbent glands, 
the brain, the nerves, the several viscera, and all the membranes and fascim ; it includes 
regional anatomy. In this course the Professor is assisted by the Demonstrator of Anatomy. 
Surgical Anatomy is taught by a special course, and consists of demonstrations of tho prin- 
cipal regions of the human body, considered in their practical relations to accidents, injuries, 
and to operative surgery. The Courses of Dissections are constantly superintended by the 
Professor and the Demonstrator of Anatomy. The text-books chiefly used are the follow- 
ing, viz., Todd and Bowman’s Physiological Anatomy; Carpenter’s Human, Animal, and 
Comparative Physiology; Valintin’s Physiology ; Quan’s and Sharpens Works ; Harrison’s 
Anatomy; Harrison on the Arteries; Corbett on the Arteries; Wilson’s Anatomy; 
Gerber’s, Quickett's, and Hassal’s Microscopic Anatomy. 

C. — The lectures are illustrated by recent and prepared dissections, by charts, plates, 
diagrams, and anatomical preparations. Minute anatomy of all tissues is illustrated by the 
use of microscopes, and by microscopical preparations. Tho principles of physiology are 
•elucidated by experiments institute! upon animals, when deemed necessary. 

D. — The students are examined, viva voce, on the subjects treated of in the lectures; 
-sometimes once per week ; at other times every fortnight. On particular occasions the 
■examinations are held more frequently, according to tho degree of difficulty of the subjects 
to which their attention has been directed. Examinations are generally held on Monday 
or Saturday, at the hours of twelve or one o’clock. Written examinations in these classes 
have been (hitherto) resorted to only at the Examinations, held in October, for the Scholar- 
ships, and at the Sessional Examination, which takes place at termination of the Medical 
•Session. 

E. — These Courses are attended only by students of the Medical Faculty. 

F — Number of students in the class of Anatomy and Physiology, fifty-three ; seven 
•being not matriculated students — viz., matriculated, forty-six ; non-matriculated, seven. 
Number attending tho Course of Practical and Descriptive Anatomy, forty-six — viz., thirty- 
eight matriculated, and eight not matriculated students. The majority have attended their 
Courses of lectures, and the extra Courses of special lectures, with great regularity. 

Gh — The students conduct themselves with extreme attention and order during the deli- 
very of the lectures. The general state of discipline in the Anatomical Classes has been 
exemplary. 

H. — The supplies of preparations, instruments, plates, charts, and diagrams available for 
the purposes of instruction, aro considerable, in an institution so recently established; and 
-the rooms are kept in a state of cleanliness. But the Clarendon Building, and its apart- 
ments, do not afford proper accommodation for tho delivery of lectures, for the convenience 
•of the Professor, for the arrangement and conservation of the Anatomical Museum; the 
■theatre being deficient in size and ventilation, occasions much inconvenience to the Professor 
.and students. Such condition is calculated to impair the health of all parties.

About 114 volumes, given under the heads of Chemistry and Natural History, are 
common to the Medical and General Library, so that the Medical Library may be said to 
consist of 1,115 volumes. 

2. What is the number of volumes purchased within the past year ? 

From December 1st, 1855, to December 1st, 1856, there have been purchased 1,343 
volumes, and presented to the Library during the same period, eleven, making total increase 
to Library for the year of 1,355 volumes. 

3. What is the general state of the Library, and wliat progress has been made in stamp- 
ing, binding, and cataloguing ? 

Owing to the want ot shelf accommodation consequent on the increase in the number of 
books for the past few years, the arrangement in some departments is not as satisfactory as 
I would wish. This inconvenience, however, will bo soon removed by the extension of the 
gallery erected last year. The cases to he put up in this gallery will afford accommodation 
for some 5,000 additional volumes. In other respects the state of the Library is, with a few 
exceptions (to be specified in answer to query 7), very satisfactory. 

All books, immediately on being received, have the College Library Stamp impressed on 
them in suitable places. Tiioro is no book at present in the Library without this mark. 

There have been bound within tho past year 378 volumes, at an expense of £45 6s., 
sterling. The binding is executed in a very superior manner, and each volume lias the 
College Arms stamped in gold on its back. 

Every book in the Library is duly catalogued in the manner described in answer to the 
following query : — 

4. Describe the inode of cataloguing employed ? 

The exact title of tho work, with the number of volumes it contains, the edition, 
date, and place of publication, and the numbers and letters denoting its place in the Library 
shelves are entered — first, in a catalogue in which the books arc arranged in the alphabetical 
order of the authors’ names ; secondly, in a catalogue raisonne, in which they are entered 
according to their subjects ; thirdly, in one whose principle of arrangement is the case and 
shelf to which the book belongs. 

5. State tho amount of losses of books within tho year, distinguishing accidental loss or 
theft, or injury, accidental or intentional? 

There has been no loss of books whatever within the past rear, nor has any injury, acci- 
dental or intentional, been done to any books. 

G. As to the discipline of the Library and the conduct of the students while there? 

I no discipline of the Library is secured by a set of rules drawn up by the Council of the 
College. It is the duty of tho librarian to see that such rules are carried into effect, and 
report to the Council any student who violates them. For the past year I had, on two occa- 
sions only, to report the violation of any Library regulation, and it gives me great pleasure 
to have to report that the students uniformly obey these rules, and that their conduct while 
in the Library is orderly and gentlemanly. ' 

7. YV hat is the condition ot tho Library as to the fitments and supplies necessary for 

complete efficiency ? 1 

The following are necessary to the complete efficiency of tho Library 

1. A thick carpet made of cocoa-nut fibre, or somo such material, which would lessen 
or altogether destroy the noise of footsteps. 

2. A more effective mode of heating than that at present employed, which consists of a 
large fire-place, of little use in the general heating of the room, and a moderately- 
sized stove. 

3. A Library store-room, tho want of which is at present found to be a source of very 
great inconvenience, there being no place in which books and other descriptions of 

1 brary property, that cannot be immediately received and regularly catalogued, 
may bo preserved with safety. 

8. hat is the condition of the Library as to cleanliness and efficiency of attendance ?

Return by the Professor of Anatomy and Physiology of the Condition and Number of 
the Preparations available for the Illustration of the Lectures upon these Subjects. 

In the collection purchased from Dr. Alcock, aud placed in the Clarendon Building, 
there are 205 catalogued preparations. These preparations are highly valuable ; they 
illustrate the general and structural anatomy of the tissues of the human frame. The 
collection comprises preparations which exemplify the human and comparative anatomy 
of the organs of digestion, of circulation, of respiration, of renal secretion and excretion, of 
the reproductive systems, of the nervous system, of the eye, of the tongue, teeth, and 
skin, &c., &c. 

These preparations have not sustained any injury, but it is absolutely necessary for their 
preservation that the fluid should be filtered on some, and that new spirit of wine should 
be placed on several of the number ; it is also necessary that new covers should be made 
on all the glass vessels, so that they may he secured in a better manner, in order to guard 
against the constant tendency to the evaporation of the fluid in which the specimens are 
suspended.

By this 
arrangement the entire Anatomical department would be situated on the upper floor, and 
the peculiar arrangements for the dissections, &c., would not be mixed up with the busi- 
ness of other departments. The rooms on the ground floor and the little theatre already 
existing, which accommodates about 30 Students, could be used by the Professors of Mid- 
wifery, Surgery, &c., whose classes may not become so numerous. With this amount of 
accommodation, the Professors of the Medical Faculty (at least except Materia Medica) 
could be moved into the proper buildings of their faculty, and the Arts and Law Professors 
could obtain possession of their proper lecture-room. 

Great importance is attached to this removal, as not merely conducive to harmony among 
the Professors, but also in a great degree necessary for efficiency of instruction ; as in many 
departments proper attention cannot bo given to the preparations for Lecture, where too 
many Lecturers are crowded, closely following each other in the same lecture-room. 

As regards the financial estimates for the new buildings proposed, it will be for the Com- 
missioners of Works to decide ; but as far as has been considered, it would appear that a sum 
of £1,500 would suffice to complete the necessary accommodation, including the fitments 
of cases for the museum, and of tables, &c., for the Theatre and Professor’s rooms, a tank 
and pipes for water supply, and gas to the lecture-room. With this sum should also be 
included the cost of finishing more properly the existing Clarendon building, which was 
built hurriedly and in so parsimonious a manner as to reflect discredit on the College, and 
be seriously inconvenient to the Students, the walls being only rough plastered, the 
wood-work untrimmed, the roof ceilings naked. These defects can easily be remedied 
when the new building is in hand, and their cost should be kept in view when estimating 
for the works proposed. 

Extract from Retort of the Senate of the Queen’s University. Dated October 28, 1852. 

A. The Senate have also considered a letter from the President of the Queen’s College, 

B. Cork, referring to a Memorial from the Professors of the Faculty of Medicine of that 
College, addressed to the Lord Lieutenant, and praying for increased accommodation by 
the provision of additional buildings and apartments for the use of the School ; and which 
Memorial was transmitted on the 11th September, 1852, to the Senate, by the Under- 
secretary, for their opinion. Having requested the President of that College to inform 
thorn of the exact amount and nature of accommodation required, and the mode in which 
it could be provided, having regard to the existing buildings already appropriated to the 

C. Medical department of the College ; they have been accordingly furnished with his state- 
ment, and a plan of the proposed addition, and they are of opinion that, in conjunction w'ith 
the Memorial of the Professors, it shows that the existing arrangements for the purposes 
of the School are seriously defective, and that the additional accommodation desired can 
he conveniently provided, and ought to be afforded without delay.

Proceedings at the Triennial Visitation of the Queen’s College, Cork, held Wednesday, 
the 28th day of March, 1855. 

Present— The Right Hon. Maziere Brady, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, Vice-Chancellor ;

Mr. John Pope 
Hennesy, a student, complained that he was aggrieved by an Order of Council, of the 
9th oi June, 1854, whereby he was deprived of his Prizes and Certificates, on the alleged 
ground of non-attendance on the lectures of Wyville Thompson, the then Professor of 
Natural History, and prayed that such order might be reversed, on the ground that he 
£d, in tact, attend the requisite number of lectures on Physical Geography, and that the 
epor of the Professor on which the Council proceeded was, in that respect, erroneous.

And in case they shall be of opinion, after suelx examination, that Mr. Hennesy 
did, in fact, give a sufficient attendance on the said course of lectures to have entitled him 
to be classed as he prayed by his Memorial, that the Council be at liberty to rescind their 
rule respecting Mr. I-Iennesy, and to give to him such certificate as he would have been 
entitled to had he been so classed by Professor Thompson ; and to award to him any Prizes 
or Honors of which ho was deprived by means of their former decision, and which it may 
now be in their power to give him. And that the Council be at liberty, if any difficulty 
shall arise to them in making such investigation, to report to the Visitors for their further 
consideration. 



Meeting of Council, March the 29th, 1855. 

In accordance with the declaration made by the Visitors at the triennial visitation, held 
on the 28th of March, 1855, that it should be referred to the Council of the College to 
inquire and report whether Mr. John Pope I-Iennesy, a student, had attended the requisite 
number of lectures on Physical Geography, delivered by Professor Wyville Thompson, 
during the second Term of the Session 1853-54, or not: the Council, at a meeting held 
the 29 th of March, 1855, inquired into the matter so referred to them, in the presence of 
Counsel and Solicitor, on behalf of Mr. John P. I-Iennesy. Professor W. Thompson, in a 
letter addressed by him to the Registrar, stated that all information in his power to afford 
on the matter of the inquiry was contained in his Official Return and Report. The 
Council, consequently, did not deem it necessary to require Mr. Thompson’s presence. 

The Council having read the several documents, and having heard and considered the 
evidence in the schedule, and having regard to the regulations of Council, prescribing the 
duty of Professors keeping regular rolls to record the attendance of the students, find 
that Professor Thompson did not keep a regular roll of attendance on the Class of Physical 
Geography ; and they further find that Mr. John Pope Hennesy did attend the requisite 
number of lectures to entitle him to a qualifying mark for attendance ; and that therefore 
the Council respectfully submit that Professor Thompson’s Return to the Council be set 
aside, so far as regards the disqualification of Mr. Hennesy, and that Mr. Hennesy should 
get a certificate for attendance accordingly. 

The Council finding that there is a fund at their disposal, and sufficient for the purpose, 
further suggest for the consideration of the Visitors, that Mr. Hennesy should now receive 
the amount of the prizes for which he was recommended in June, 1854, by the Professors 
in Metaphysics, and Political Economy and J urisprutlence, together with a certificate of the 
fact, that those prizes had not been then awarded to him, solely on the ground of the 
disqualification by Professor Thompson, as to the lectures on Physical Geography. 

This finding and report of the Council is respectfully submitted for the consideration of 
the Visitors.

Form of Vice-President’s Return. 

Return to be filed up by the Vice-President and sent in to tlio Registrar for the official 
information of the President on or before the day of , for the Collegiate 

Session 185-5 . 

A. — As to the state and efficiency of all the several departments of the College, to which 
the constant supervision of the Vice-President is directed by the Statutes. 

B. — As to the state of order and discipline in the College, to which the particular 
attention of the Vice-President is directed by the Statutes.

A — In accordance with the accompanying form of return, I beg to report: The 

educational departments of the College were in an efficient state during the Session 1855-6. 
The new regulations, enforcing attendance at lectures on the part of the students, and the 
daily call of the class-rolls by the several Professors, which had been made by the Council, 
at my suggestion, at the close of the Session 1854-5, came into operation at the commence- 
ment of the Session 1855-6. These have had the effect of assimilating the regulations of 
the Medical Faculty, which had previously been of a less stringent character, to those of 
the other faculties. _ The departments of the officers of the College have been conducted 
with zeal and efficiency. The recently appointed Librarian has introduced many and 
excellent reforms in the management of the library. The department of the servants of 
the College has been in a less satisfactory condition, owing chiefly to the unfitness of an 
individual for the office which he held among them. By recent changes introduced by the 
President, I hope these disorders have been removed. 

B — On the industry and good conduct of the general body of the students I can report 
favourably. One instance, however, of serious misconduct has occurred, entailing on the 
offender the punishment of rustication for a period of two years. With a view to secure 
greater confidence in the results of the College Examinations, I introduced at Council, on 
May 27th, 1856, very stringent regulations to guide the conduct of the students while 
under examination. I regret to report that these regulations were violated by some of the 
students at the Sessional Examinations. Their conduct was brought under the notice of 
the Council, and they were punished accordingly. On the 21st October these regulations 
were modified by the Council, and I have a confident hope that they will suffice to prevent 
the recurrence of similar irregularities.

Resolutions of Council, June 9, 1855, regulating attendance on Classes, and granting 
of Certificates for same. 

2. That the Class-roll shall be called within the first five minutes after the hour appointed 
for the commencement of each Lecture, and that no Student who shall not answer to his 
name shall get credit for attendance, unless he can give a satisfactory reason to the Professor 
for his absence during the calling of the Roll. 

3. That no Student shall be entitled to a Certificate of attendance on any Course of 
Lectures, or be admitted to the Sessional Examination of the Class, who shall not have 
attended at least one-half of the Lectures of which such Course shall consist. 

4. That those Students who shall have attended five-sixths of the Course shall be entitled 
to a Certificate of having attended “ very regularly.” 

n .Jk'R those who shall have attended two-thirds of the Course shall be entitled to a 
Certificate of having attended “ regularly.” 

6. That those ivho shall have attended one-lialf of the Course, Bhall lie entitled to a 
Certificate ot having attended “ but not regularly.” 

7. That m those Courses of the Faculty of ArtB, which consist of three Terms, attendance 
on the whole of the Lectures delivered during any two of those Terms, shall be considered 
as equivalent to attendance on two-thirds of the whole Course ; and attendance on three- 
foartks ot such Lectures, as equivalent to attendance on one-half of the Course. But that

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Statute of Punishments. 

1. Any Student guilty of any of the following offences, shall be liable to expulsion from 
the College; but it shall be competent to the Council, should they deem it more conducive 
to the discipline of the College, and the reformation of the offender, to impose some lighter 
punishment for the same. 

1. Habitual neglect of attendance for Divine Worship, at such Church or Chapel as 

shall be approved by his Parents or Guardians. 

2. Habitual neglect of attendance on the religious instruction provided for Students 

of his Church or denomination, in the Licensed Boarding House in which he 
may reside. 

3. Immoral or dishonest practices. 

4. Treasonable or seditious conduct. 

5. Drunkenness. 

6. Grievous offences against College rules or discipline. 

7. Wilful and serious injury to the property of the College. _ 

2. For all offences and violations of the Statutes, Rules, and Ordinances of the College, 
of a less grievous nature than the preceding, the Council shall have power to inflict such 
fine or other punishment as shall appear to them suitable to the same. 

3 No Student who has been expelled from any of the Queen’s Colleges in Ireland, shall 
be allowed afterwards to enter or pursue his studies in any other of the said Colleges. 



Rules of Council regarding the General Discipline of the College. 

1. It shall be the duty of every Professor and Officer of the College, and more especially 
of the Deans of the several Faculties, to assist in maintaining discipline, and m repressing 
by admonition and reproof, misconduct and disorder among the Students. 

2. If any Student shall prove inattentive to the admonition and reproof of any Dean, 

Professor, or Officer, it shall be the duty of such Dean, Professor, or Officer, to report the 
offender to the Vice-President. . . , ... ^ ^ 

3. If the Vice-President shall deem it necessary or desirable, he shall summon the 

offender to appear before the Council at its next subsequent Meeting, . when he shah be 
solemnly admonished by the President or acting Chairman of the Council. • 

4. If any Student shall have been summoned before the Council a second time dun g 
the same Term, he shall forfeit the Term, and be excluded from the College duung the 

remmder thmeof^ ^ w]jMl any Stadent shall bo summoned, before the Council bo > of a 
grave character, it shall be competent to the Council to suspend him uimg ei er 
two Sessions, according to their discretion. . . .t,. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Steward and Porters of the Colloge, to repor t to the Vice- 
President any instances of disorder or breach of discipline which tiey may o sene.

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Regulations to be observed by Proprietors of Homes Licenser by tlie President for 
the residence of Students of Queen's College, Cork, and to be observed under penalty 
of ■withdrawal of License. 

1 Th0 p r0 prietor shall, on the first day of each Term, make a return to the Registrar 
of tile College, of the names of all Students residing therein 

2 In ease of Students commencing to reside during a Term, tlieir names shall be 
reported to the Registrar immediately on their entering into possession of their rooms, 

3 The proprietor shall, ill all cases, arrange that each Student shall have a separate 
bed' and separate moans of cleanliness, and shall in case of more than one person sleeping 
in the same room, lodge with the Bursar of the College a plau of such room, with the 

M T"lI™apartment S B^ 0 be d used as a bed-room unless provided with chimney Hue or 
other satisfactory provision for ventilation. 

5 The residences licensed for Students shall be at all times open to the inspection of 
the President or of any Officers of the College delegated thereto by tlio President. 

6 The Students resident in licensed houses are required to return to their l-esideuce for 
the night by nine of the clock in Winter and Spring Terms, and ten of the clock in 
Summer Term ; and violation of this rule, except, oil permission granted by tlio Registrar 
of the College, will be punished by the Council, to whom tlio proprietor of tlio house is 
hereby bound immediately to report, any sueb violation ot the rule. 

?. 411 playing at games of chance, cards, or dice, is absolutely forbidden, under penalty 
of withdrawal of the license. . t , 

8. The introduction of spirituous liquors by Students into licensed houses is strictly 
forbidden ; and any case of intoxication occurring in a boarding-house must be immediately 
reported by the proprietor, under penalty of withdrawal of the license. 

9. The proprietor is bound immediately to report to tlio Registrar of the College, for 

the information of the Council, any quarrelling, or political or polemical disputations, or 
any acts of immorality or misconduct, committed by any Students belonging to his 
boarding-liouse. . 

10. The frequenting of smoking-rooms, taverns, or public-houses is strictly forbidden to 
Students, and proprietors of boarding-houses arc required to report to the Registrar of the 
College, any case of such being practised by Students belonging to the boarding-houses. 

11. The proprietors of boarding-houses shall furnish every facility of access to the 
Reverend the Deans of Residence, to communicate with, and afford moral and religious 
aid and instruction to the Students of the respective religions resident in boarding-houses, 
and shall provide an apartment for morning and evening prayer, should such bo required 
by the Reverend Deans or any of them ; and shall co-operate in the arrangements of the 
several Deans of Residence, for the attendance of Students on public worship. 

12. The proprietor of each hoarding-house shall obtain from each Dean ot Residence, a 
copy of the regulations for moral and religious discipline, proposed by the Dean and 
certified by the President, as not interfering with College business, and shall post up said 
copy of rules in some suitable part of the residence, and direct the attention of Students 
to the same.
